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Instructions 

Battery Installation 



1 . Use a screwdriver to unlock the battery compartment on the 
back of the unit. 

2. Slide the battery compartment door open in the direction 
indicated on the cover. 

3. Install four new AA alkaline batteries (purchase separately) 
observing proper +/- polarities as indicated inside the battery 
compartment. 

4. Replace the battery compartment door and lock into place 
using a screwdriver.

Operation 



1 . To turn Saxxy on, slide the ON/OFF switch to the ON position. 

2. To select an instrument, press SAX, TUBA or CLARINET. The 

default instrument is Tuba. 

3. To play Saxxy, hum notes of different duration and pitch into 
the mouthpiece. For best results, hum with your mouth open. 
A synthesized note plays through the built-in speaker. (See 
Auto-Pitch Feature below.) 

Note: Blowing into the mouthpiece does not create any sound. 

4. To increase or decrease the instrument volume, press the 
VOLUME ^ or ▼ button. 

5. To raise or lower the instrument pitch one octave, press the 
PITCH + or - button. 

6. To add a backbeat, press the BACKBEAT 1, 2 or 3 button. 

Note: To change the volume of a specific backbeat, repeatedly 
press the BACKBEAT button. The volume toggles through low, 
medium, high and off. 
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Operation 



7. To achieve a dampening effect, alternately cup and release 
one hand over the built-in speaker. This is especially effective 
when the Tuba option is selected. 

8. To turn Saxxy off, slide the ON/OFF switch to the OFF position. 

Headphones and Auxiliary Audio Device 

Saxxy is equipped with a headphone/output jack. 

• For private play of Saxxy, plug headphones (purchase separately) 
into the HEADPHONE/OUTPUT jack. 

CAUTION! Do not play the instrument at a loud volume when 
using headphones. Hearing damage could result. Do not allow 
young children to use headphones. 

• For amplified play of Saxxy, plug one end of an audio cable 
(purchase separately) into the HEADPHONE/OUTPUT jack. 
Plug the opposite end into the AUDIO IN jack of your auxil- 
iary audio device, for example, amplified computer speakers. 

Auto-Pitch Feature 

Saxxy has an automatic pitch adjustment feature that can be 
turned on or off. When on, the instrument corrects the sound to 
the nearest "true" note on the scale. 
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Operation 



To turn the auto-pitch on or off, press the CLARINET button six 
times. Saxxy plays a short scale of notes to indicate whether the 
auto-pitch is turned on or off. If a scale plays from low to high, 
auto-pitch is turned on. If a scale plays from high to low, auto- 
pitch is turned off. 

Note: After turning the auto-pitch on or off, the Clarinet is auto- 
matically selected. To play Tuba or Sax, you must reselect the 
instrument. 

Auto-Reminder 

To conserve battery life, turn the power off when not in use. If 
the instrument is not played for several minutes, a short tune will 
play to remind you that the power is still on. 



Cleaning 



• Frequently clean the inside of the mouthpiece using a cloth 
slightly dampened with a mild soapy solution. Keep excessive 
moisture away from the microphone and built-in speaker. 

• If the instrument is shared between users, clean the mouth- 
piece between each individual's use.
